the Guild- Hal! berween Ten 
and Eleven of the Clock, the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
came upon the Huſtings, and 
immediately the Common 
Cryer Declared the Hal! : After which rhe Re- 
cordeg made a moſt excellent Speech, ſhew- 
ing by what Authority they there met : And 
the Officers *they were to Chuſe , eſpecially 
the Sheriffs, in whom they put a very great 
Truſt ; therefore they had need to Chuſe Men 
of good Principles, cc. Then the Lord 
Mayor, Cc. withdrew ; and the Common 
Serzeant having made a Speech, the Hall pro- 
ceeded to EleCtion, and began with the She- 
riffs ; the perſons put up to be Elected, were 
Themas Pilkington, Alderman , Samuel Shute, 
Eſq; Ralph Bex, Eſq; Sir William Ruſſell, Sir 
William Dedſen, Humfrey Nicholſon, Elq; They 
agreed Alderman P:[kington to be put up firlt ; 
but ſome Diſpute was in the Hall, whether 
Mr. Sbute, or Mr. Bex ſhould be the next ; the 
Major part of the Hall appear'd for Shgez ; but 
the Common Sereant ſaid, It was in his Power 
to put up whom he pleas'd firſt ; upon which 
a Member of the Hall faid, It was not in 
his Power to put up whom he pieas'd firit, 
bur it was in the Power of the Hall to put up 
and Chufe a Common Scrzeant, which they 
would do preſently, if he did not behave vim- 
ſelf better. Ar length it was agreed Mr. Shute 
ſhould be put up before Mr. Box ; which being 
done, -they proceeded to Election : "The Can- 
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didates being put up ſingly, it appear'd very 
thar 


plain, by the Number of -Hands, the Ele- 
Ction fell upon Alderman Pi/k;ngron and Mr. 
Shwte ; bur perſons Demanding a Poll for Mr. 
Box and Mr. Nichol/nm,, the preſent Sheriffs 
granted it. 'The Hall then went to the Choice 
of Chamberlain, Sir Thomas Player, the preſent 
Chamberlain, and Deputy Danie/ being the 
perſons put up, there did not appear Twenty 
Hands, according to view, for Deprutty Daniel ; 
ſo the Election was clear for that Worthy 
Citizen and 'True Engliſh-man, Sit Thomas 
Player ; whoſe Carriage hath been ſuch, as will 
make him Honourable in tuture Ages to all 
good Proteſtants. 

The Hall then Choſe the Auditors of the 
Bridg - Houſe Accounts ; Many were put up, 
but the EteCtion was clear for Mr. Thomas 
Shepherd, and Mr. Michael Godfrey, Merchants, 
rwo Worthy Citizens. | 

'Then the Hall proceeded to-the Choice of 
Bridg-Maſters; the perſons in Nomination were 
Deputy Sext-, Mr. Shepherd, the preſent Bridg- 
Maſters, and Captain Brackley ; by the view of 
Hands it was judged to fall upon Deputy Sex- 
ton and Mr. Shepherd: but a Poll was demand- 
ed for Captain Brackley, which was granted. 

The Hali then Choſe the Aleconners, which 
was all the ſame as was laſt yeat. The She- 
ritis en declared they would go up and 
quaint the Lord Mayor of the Proceedings 
the Hall, and then go preſently ro Polling, 
and make an end this night , which they -ac- 
cardingly immediately came back; Alderman 
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Pilkington declar'd he would not hold, if he 

was not Choſen by Poll, for that he would 

take no notice of the Common-Halls confirm- | 
ing the Lord Mayor's drinking to him, Then 
the Sheriffs went to Polling in the Guild-Hall-\ 
Yard, under the Piazza's, where the Worthy 
Sheritts ( as thev are Famous for the reſt of 
their True Engliſh Actions, this may be Re- 
corded amongit rhe reit) had prepared Ele» 
ven \Writers to ta%e the Poll, and ſeveral 
Worthy Citizens view'd the taking of the 
ſame ; and between ſeven and eight of the 
Clock in the evening the Sheritiz went upon 
the HYftinss 11 the Guild-Hal!/, and had Pro- 
clamation made, Thar if any perſon that had 
a Right to Poll, con'd give any reaſon why 
the Fo!l ſhon'd not be ſhut up, they were de- 
fired to ſpeak ; upon whicit there was not a 
Man ſpoke. 

Thus theſe Worthy Sheriffs finrſhed rhat m 
fve or f1x hoars, that ſome in their places for- 
merly were fix or ſeven days about, to the 
great cafe and content of the Citizens. 

Upon the 27h Inſtant a Common-Hall was 
call'd to declare the Eleftion ; and upon view 
of the Fo!l, Alderman Pikington had 3144, 
Mr. Sh: te 2244, Mr. Box 1266, Mr. Nichol- 
ſon 84; to that Alderman Pilkington and Mr. 
Shure were declared duly Elected. 

The EleCttion (upon the Poll) for Bridz- 
Maſters fell upon Depnty Sextc» and Captain 
Brack/ey. Which EleCtions being declared to 
the Common-Halt by the Recorder, an Ad-| 
dreſs ro the Lord Mayor, and another Addrefs 
to the T'wo preſent Sheriffs was preſented, and 
carried Unanimouſly, with loud Acclamations : 
And when the word PARLIAMENT was 
read in the Addreſs to the Lord Mayor, the 
whole Hall gave a very great ſhout.

deubted Right and Freedom of aſſembling our ſelves 
together for the choice of ſome principal Officers of 
this City for the year enſuing. 

Lind whileſt we attend upon this Duty, we can- 
wot but with ll Gratitude remember the great care 
and faithful ::1deavenrs of your Lordſhip, the Al- 
dermen and Commons in Common-Council lately 
aſſembled in orlering an Humble Addreſs to be 
preſented to His Majeſty, wherein was expreſſed 


all oor Lives, Liberties, and F/?ates, b; the Deſigns 
and Conſpiracies ſo long projected by the Councils 
of Rome and its Adhererts. In the prrſrit wherof 
they are chief!) animgted hy the continual hepes of 
a Popiſh Succeſſor, #nd alſo your and their uſt ap- 
prebenſions, that no effetlual means can be prov 
ded againſt the impending evils therein mentioned, 
but by the wiſdom and advice of his Mafjeſties 
great Council the Parliament. 

And whereas. it- hath 'come to our knowleds, 
that reports (by miſtake or prejudice) have been 
raiſed that the (aid Addreſs did cont:in only the 
ſenſe and deſires of a few perſons, and not of the 
Generality of this great City: We do therefore moſt 
humbly pray your Lordſhip thet you 111! (in ſuch 
manner as Gal ſeep beſt to. your Lordſbips diſcres 
tion) humbly yepreſevt to his Wajc,, that the ſub 
jet matter of the ſaid Addrifs is alſo the true 
{enſe, and doth contain the him3le deſires and re- 
ſolnt ious of his true and loyal Subjetts the Citizens 
of his City of London in this ther Common- Hall 
now aſſembled, and that his Majeſty would be gra> 
cioufl; pleaſed to efteem ut as ſuch. 

And we having likewiſe taken notice that the 
ſame Common-Council did at the time of theirVating 
the ſaid Addreſs render their thanks to our late 
worthy members of the laſt Parliament for their 
faithful endeavours to ſerve this City according to 
the defiresand mſtruttions to them given, and made 
by ts at the time of their Eledicn, we do think it 
our duty at this time to teſt ifie our full concurrence 
therein.
